Rich Judicatory. 

For the fixth, we pretend no power to make the Magt- 
rate adde the civill San&tion to any of our Afembules 
Decrees, further chen his own conſcience, the Juſtice of che 
thine,che former Laws of the Land, the humble and earneft 
defire of the Subjects does plead for : but you, before your 
Tippets and Rorchers be laid afide, wiil permic three King- 
domes to be conſuned with fire and fivord, wichour any re- 
medy' : unlefſe your "thrones may bee re-eſtalithed, 
King and people mult be dettroyed for eyer ; And this you 
rell us muſt be, and ſhall be; but in many things wee have 
found'you falſe prophets, and feare not your caulelefſe 
curſes. 

For the ſeventh, we maintain no power of the Church to 
reforme and preſerve Re:izion, but ſach as does well —_ 
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-with* that duty which God has laid wpon the Magiſtrate, 
- both for the reformation of Religion, and preſervation ut 
itwhen it is reformed. | 

For the eight, wee maintaine that the fins of the Magr- 
irate does nor excuſe the people for their neglect of any 
duty that God has laid upon them, and when Superiours are 
reſolved to live and dye in Idolatrie, we thinke that every 
interiour Magiltrate, and every perſon 1s obliged to keepe 
himlſelfe free of corruption, and (© tarre as he ts able, ro re. 
forme his owne ſoule, but not to be a pablick reformer of a 
Country without a layfull calling, 

For the ninth, all the Covenants of cur Land are war- 
ranted by Aits of Parliament, and how ever. by the mi{ 
information of Pre!ats, the King tor a time judged them il- 
legall, yet at laft he found them-juſt and neceffary,according 
co the Lays and Cuſtomes of the Kingdome; wee indeed 
doe maintaine, whena handtull of wrcked Prelats doe fe- 
duce a Prince to deſtroy himſelfe and whole Kingdomes, 
that in that caſe it is lawfull for the Nobles 'and States of a 
Land to Rand upon their guard, and wee cannot ſubſcribe 
to theſe prime fundamenrall Articles of your faith, Thaz
